Ti s spoke Herbert Hoover sev- 


eral months ago when an attempt 
- -s made in congress to get him to 
testify at variance with President 
Coolidge on the Mississippi flood av 
propriations. And it applies with 
equal force today to the situation 
that has. arisen with respect to the 
cruiser bill pending in congress. 


Mr. Hoover has made it clear that 


he sides with Mr. Coolidge in the 
controversy. And he has been trying 
to make it clear that so lens as Mr. 
Coolidge is president he alone is 
chief er.scutive and there is no pos- 
sibili y of bringing about a break 
between them. 


Just after the nomination at Kan- 


sas City Mr. Hoover put his foot 
down on what appeared to be the 
beginning r. friction. He recalled to 
friends that the coolness that devel- 
oped between Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Taft had its origin Almost immedi- 
ately after the convention and that 
the appearance of two rival camps 
would not be permitted this time if 
he could help it. 


CONSULTS COOLIDGE 


So when Mr. Hoover Decided to go 


to South America he consulted Mr. 
Coolidge. When he came back he le- 
j rtej to him. Whenever pending 
questions -required a decision that 
might affect "his -future administra- 
tion, .Mr. Hoover consulted President 
Coolidge. The Intimacy between 'he 
two men Is -not an' accident or a 
studied effort to give the Impression 
of harmony. It is the real thing bas- 
ed on an appreciation of each other 
and a respect for ability and capa- 
city.

UPRISING ENDED 


l^ater Premier 
Primo de Rivera 


appeared before the 
assembly and 


announced that the revolt was at 
an end, and tranquility had been re- 
stored throughout the country. 


The revolt started when a regi- 


ment of field artillery at Ciudad Real 
rolled out their cannon so as to com- 
mand the roads and approaches to 
the -walled city. When word of the 
disorder reached the capital General 
Orgaz started south with an infan- 
try brigade from Madrid. 
Several 


squadrons of cavalry clattered out of 
the ancient city 
of Alcala and a 


large and heavily 
armed force of 


civil guards proceeded south in mo- 
tor-busses. 


Durinsr their control 
of the city 


the mutineers prevented 
all trains 


from entering or leaving, but order 
was restored after 
the planes flew 


over with their offers of peace. The 
revolt, which was planned to break 
out 
simultaneously 
throughout 


Spain, also was 
reported to have 


shown itself at Valencia. Barcelona 
and Corrunna without 
making any 


headway. 


After a. bloody mutiny of the artil- 


lery corps'in 
September, 1926. the 


government reorganized 
the corps. 


A few weeks tgo, apparently having 
learned of the approaching- revolt, 
the government virtually abolished 
the artillery 
corps 
as a separate 


branch of the army and,, incorpor- 
ated it into the infantry 
and other 


units.

the opinion that corporations and in- 
dividuals, not licensed to do busi- 
ness, in the state and those whose of 
fice are not in the state, advertise 
everything from patent medicines to 
ivestocb food. 


The department of markets 
was 


granted the power it has already ex- 
ercised of holding hearings in such 
cases and issuing orders to "cease 
and desist." 


James A. Vint, commissioner of 


markets, explained 
today that In 


some cases the department even has 
jlosed out concerns that have insist- 
d on carrying on misleading ad cam- 
aigns. 
Mr. Pladsen, as state treasury

It is 
true that the real wage of the Amer- 
ican worker is twice as high as that of 
the worker of Paris and more than 
four times as high as that of the work- 
er of Brussels, Rome and Madrid.

But the 
American wokker is not dwelling in 
Utopia* No> Country can be considered 
Utopian v when 86 per cent of its 
people are poor. 


"It may Be that we. are on the way 


to" solving the problem of poverty in 
America. But w« can hardly claim we 
have solved it so long as many Amer- 
icans are living under depressing con- 
ditions. The brotherhood of poverty is 
•world-wide; we share it with, you." It 
is America's own fault if the rest of 
the world has too rosy an impression 
of our citizens' wealth. The bragging, 
boastful American abroad helps to 
foster-liat impression and thereby 
does, considerable harm to mutual 
goodwill and sympathetic understand-

"Given governments 
which have minds to form rational 
policies and a public opinion which 
represents an active will and is not 
merely drifting upon the currents, war 
is no more inevitable than the small- 
pox, and the causes of war are just as 
controllable as insanitary conditions."

when most of us rely on shipped or 
canned foods, seasoning and "flavor- 
ing* Is a fine art.

SUGAR HELPS MEATS

in importance. Extra sugar, with 
the few grains of salt added with 
lemon juice to any fruit concoction, 
improves the flavor and if fruit has 
lost its first freshness the judicious 
use of lemon juice does most to re- 
store it.

Carrots, cabbage and string beans 
have been experimented with and 
found greatly improved. 


The one precaution to keep In 


mind is never to use enough season- 
Ing to smother the natural flavor. 
Use only enough to develop and 
bring out the distinctive flavor of 
the Individual foodstuff. 


These same condiments can be 


used to give variety of flavor to 
many dishes.

Butter a .quart pudding mold and 


sprinkle with raisins. Add slices of 
sponge cake, sprinkling raisins be- 
tween each layer. Fill mold about 
3-4 full of cake and raisins. Beat 
eggs slightly with sugar, salt and 
nutmeg:. Gradually beat in melted 
butter and slowly add milk, stirring 
constantly.

mean a thing in the world. Normal 
What is normal? 


They gaze uneasily at Tom, or 


Ruth, or the twins, and wonder if 
they are of the elect. If so, why? 
And if notrWhy not? 


So it seems only fair to give them 


something to go by, a sort of scale 
of psychological weights and meas- 
ures, so to speak, by which they 
may classify their offspring. 


EXTRAVEBT8—AND INTRO- 


VERTS 


To be more precise there are two 


general classes of children, but not 
"normal" and abnormal. These other 
classifications go by much more for- 
midable names, bne is "Introvert," 
and the other is "extravert." 


The pure type of introvert is a 


dreamer. He is happier in his 
thoughts than in his surroundings. 
He might be described as feeding on 
his feelings. Usually he is artistic 
and imaginative. 
He is not assert- 


ive and withdraws himself from peo- 
ple and events. He is not necessari- 
ly morbid but often is thought so 
This type of child is sensitive
